Reading of Papers— Opinion 
of Plato Changing. 



Thrde splendid talks were given 
last night at the second annual meet- 
ing of the Historical Club in Room A 
of Strathcona Hall. After the regu- 
lar business was disposed of, D. G. 
Proudfoot, President of the Club, call- 
ed on Mr. H. A. Aylen, Arls '19, Vj 
give his paper on Plato's "Republic." 

The paper which the first speaker of 
the evening presented was well writ- 
ten, and as it will be of special in- 
terest to the Arts students, we take 
liberty in publishing it. 

Life and Influence of Plate. 

It is a peculiar historical pheno- 
menon that while the general civiliza- 
tion of manhood seems to be steadily 
rising to a higher plane through a 
more or less Irregular, and Inexplic- 
able transition, we find in ail ages and 
under all forms of government men 
who in wisdom and in Intellect are 
equal, if not superior, to the greatest 
men of our modern world. Most, of 
us laugh nowadays at the mistakes 
which the ancients made in their 
scientific conclusions, but to make a 
beginning in any of the practical 
sciences, such as Astronomy, probauly 
took considerably more natural, abil- 
ity than is possessed even by the moat 
learned men of our own times! '• ~~ 

Among these geniuses I think wé. can 
safely class Plato, for - although most 
or his Ideas are too fantastical to be 
of practical benefit, yet in his concep- 
tions of the perfect society, ho reveals 
a. loftiness of spirit which cannot fall 
to be of great moral value for time 
Immemorial. The following quotation 
Bums up the benefits which the world 
has derived from Plato. 

"While general ldens are powerful 
for good or evil, while abstractions are 
necessary to science, while mankind 
is apt to crave after perfection, and 
while ideals, either in art or life, have 
an acknowledged value, so long the 
renown of Plato will continue." 

But Plato was not altogether a 
theorist. He firmly believed in the 
workability of his doctrine, and did 
not foresee an ideal State until his 
teachings were believed and acted up- 
on. He was more concerned, however, 
with the broad outlines of his sub- 
ject, and too often neglected details, 
with the natural result that he has 
often b«en misunderstood, and part 
of his theory taken to express the 
whole. 

Plato's Life. 

He was bom. probably at Athens. 
In the year 427 B.C., but little ,1a 
known about his personal life and 
habits. This is unusual, 'as the list 
years of the Peloponneslap war are 
well known as a time ,of great politi- 
cal and literary activity but may be 
partly accounted for by the reserve anj 
suppression of his own personality, 
which Is evident In all of his works. 
He seems, however, to have been born 
of noble parents, and to have been 
possessed of considerable wealth. We 
are told also, though on rather doubt- 
ful authority, that he was handsome 
In appearance, and n good athlete. 
In fact, he seemed at first to have 
been suited for a political career, both 
by education and environment. He 
was invited several times to take an 
active part In politics, and on one oc- 
casion- was Induced to join in .the gov- 
ernment of the Thirty, which waB 
headed by his own Uncle .Crltlas. He 
was soon disgusted with the iniqui- 
tous methods employed by this body, 
and after the disgraceful death of 
Socrates, in B.C. 399, retired for good 
and all from taking an active part in 
public affairs. From that time un- 
til his death in B.C. 347, he spent his 
whole life in the study of Philosophy, 
and inspired by the Influence of his 
dead frlond, he soon became the great- 
est scholar. 'and teacher of his day. 

Rise of the Teaching Profession. 

It Is at this period in history that 
jwe find the earliest beginnings of the 
school, and the teaching profession. 
Plato himself presided for many years

After the adoption of last year's 
minutes, the Secretary-Treasurer pre- 
sented the annual report, as follow*: 

Gentlemen, — In presenting this, the 
eighth Annual Report of our League, 
I first wish to congratulate our new- 
est • members, the Loyola College 
Hockey Club, on their most successful 
entrance into Senior ranks, an entrance 
so successful that they were enabled 
to annex the league championship, 
which carries with it the Dandurand 
Cup, and also the Deecy Cup for the 
best scorlug average. Our only regret 
is that their auspicious season was 
not brought to a close by the winning 
of the Ross Cup. As a spectator of 
their game against Sons of Ireland, I 
can assure you that the Quebec boys 
were forced to extend themselves »o 
their utmost limit to retain possession 
of the coveted Ross trophy. 

It is with the deepest regret that I 
have to report the death in action of 
two of the league's most promising 
players, namely, Lieut. Tom Ekers, of 
the Victorias, and Captain W. II. 
Morris, of McGlll." 

During the season your Executive 
were forced to issue a wajfjsar against 
rough play, but although tîus is to lie 
regretted, It is pleasing to note that 
thiri warning was entirely sufficient, 
and accomplished the desired end. 

An innovation was adopted last 
season in suspending the schedule dur' 
lng the Christmas and New Year's 
holidays. This experiment "proved 
justifiable, and I would strongly re- 
commend the continuance of the idea 
this season.

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A PLEA FOR TOLERANCE. 



Healthy rivalry is u good thing. Opposition, it is said, is the 
. life of trade. Dut rivalry that engenders strife is a thing to be de- 
plored. 

There is nuich of the former in our University between the mch> 
bers of the various faculties, A good healthy spirit of fellowship 
prevails which is pleasant to sec. And necessarily there is some of 
the latter. The enthusiasm of youth sometimes has a blinding effect, 
so much so that every other point of vantage is obscured. There 
are therefore those who think that their own course, be it Engineer- 
ing or Medicine, or Law or otherwise, is the only course for a man 
to take. It is well for us to admire the man who is full of enthusiasm' 
for the life work he has chosen. It should not be qtherwise. But 
because that is the case he must not condemn the other fellow. It 
takes many men to make the world ; there would be no room in one 
profession for all men. 

Moreover, there are other considerations. The structure of 
men's minds and their natural endowments have already made the 
classification. Some men are not habitually scientific, but tend 
more naturally to literary and philosophical acquirements. To them 
mathematics and infinitesimal calculus and such like are but the 
production of mental machines. Tho mathematical genius will not 
surely, on the other hand, deny to his fellow student in Arts the ad- 
vantages of a higher education along the lines of his mental con- 
struction and an equivalent Degree. Nor will the Medical man, im- 
portant as his profession may be, deny that the other professions 
for which the University trains a man are indispensable. 

The 1'act of the matter is that the University takes good care 
that in each department a high standard of excellence is attained, and 
no one gets a degree without having worked for it. To say that one 
course is easier than another is but to display one's ignorance. Each 
has its place, and each has its use. Cultivate, therefore, a spirit of 
tolerance. 



EDITORIAL NOTE 



The function of the Literary and Debating Society which will 
hold its first meeting on Friday night is the development of the 
abilities of tne undergraduates to speak effectively and with con- 
fidence when they are called upon so to do.. The advantages of this 
may not be realized by men at the university but later they will be 
by no means slow to acknowledge them.

HISTORICAL •OCISTY H KLD 
MEETING LAST NIGHT.

TORONTO, Nov. 14.— At a meeting 
of the Varsity Engineering. Society 
held this evening in the Mining Build- 
ing. Mr. W. A. Carlyle delivered a lec- 
ture on "A Historical Sketch of the 
Rio-Tlhto Mines of Spain."

With the class of Applied Science of 
'87. He Is a jnan with a world-wide

In tht» Grove of Aoaderous, where 
scholars from far and near assembled 
to hear the word* of their acknowledg- 
ed master. The prosperity of many 
of the leading families of the City 
States had produced a new class of 
citizens, who were financially inde- 
pendent and who devoted .all of their 
time to study and sport. These were 
the young men who flocked to hear 
Plato, provoking at the same time con- 
siderable criticism from their elders, 
who reproached them for the frivol- 
ous and irresponsible energy which 
they displayed in discussing the grav- 
est social and philosophical questions, 
and reminded them of the days when 
only the old scholars i commented on 
Zenaphon and the ancient Greek au- 
thors, while the youth of Athens list- 
ened at their feet with respectful at- 
tention. 

8ecrstes. 

1 mentioned a «minute ago that Plato 
received his greatest inspiration from 
the society and friendship of Socrates. 
It becomes necessary, therefore, to 
know something of the . character of 
Socrates, before we can appreciate the 
full significance of Plato. It Is said 
that Socrates felt a divine calling to 
"examine himself by questioning oth- 
er men," and it does not require a 
great effort of the Imagination to pic- 
ture this heroic figure in tho Market 
Place of Athens, the centre of an ad- 
miring assemblage of his fellow citi- 
zens, questioning and debating with 
his audience, always In control of the 
situation, while his disconcerted ene- 
mies chafe in the knowledge of his 
evident superiority. This type of 
street oratory was not uncommon in 
the Ute of Athens at this period, but 
Socrates differed from the other So- 
phists In two ways. Firstly, he did 
not take any fee, and secondly his me- 
thod was characteristically one of in- 
quiry. The sceptical movement hail 
been sweeping over the city, and So- 
crates did much to lighten its influ- 
ence and restore in men's mind the 
value of ethical ideas. The sceptics 
said: "If Right is one thing in Athens 
and another thing in Sparta, why fol- 
low Right rather than Expediency? 
But Socrates went right to the root 
of the matter, and inquired into the 
real meaning of the term Right in it- 
self. 

It Is difficult for us, under our mod- 
ern code of laws, to understand how 
such a man as this could have been 
so foully put to death. There are three 
outstanding mock trials In the history 
of civilization: the trial of Socrates, 
the trial of Our Lord, and the trial of 
Joan of Arc. In the first of these 
three coses all the legal forms were 
compiled with down to the. minutest 
detail, and yet how unjust was the 
verdict. 

Socrstic Influences- 

* The most striking example of the 
Socratic Influence on Plato and the 
one which we notice first, is the Im- 
aginary Dialogue. In the early part 
of his life this tends to obscure the 
real Plato, but later on tills fault is 
not so much in evidence. Socrates 
had a very high opinion of this me- 
thod of writing, and it is due to him 
that Plato employs It so frequently. 
It was through Socrates alBo that he 
became convinced that Truth and Good 
existed, that they were inseparable, 
and that they depended for their dis- 
covery on , a higher and more com- 
plete education. Two motives, a pas- 
sion for human Improvement and a 
persistent faith in tho supremacy of 
the mind, the practical and the specu- 
lative, are found closely woven toge- 
ther, but none the less evident, in all 
of Plato's works. 

Influence of Piste. 

The profound influence which Plato 
has exerted is seldom fully realized, 
and is not confined to the Platonic 
school alone. It can be seen even in 
the works of Aristotle and Epicurus, 
whoso doctrines are essentially dif- 
ferent from those of Plato, their il- 
lustrious predecessor, while Platonic 
revivals are recorded in Florence In 
the 15th century, at Cambridge in the 
17th century, and in the Rational 
Theology movement In England, also 
in the seventeenth century. 



The -Republic. 



We turn now from the discussion of 
the life and influence of Plato to an 
examination of his greatest work, the 
"Republic," or, as it is sometimes 
called, "Concerning Justice." The 
second title predicts' the chief topic of 
this famous treatise in which the au- 
thor tries to determine a Just state 
and finds when he has done -so that 
he has defined Justice Itself. 

The "Republic" is an imaginary dia- 
logue carried on between Socrates and 
a few of his intimate friends in the 
house of Cephalus at Athens, on the 
occasion of a public celebration. Book 
one, In which the question concerning 
Justice Is first touched upon, is of a 
preliminary nature, and merely serves 
as an introduction to the following 
books, or chapters, as we would now 
call them. Socrates, having in the 
last part of the book expressed the 
belief that the soul, like the eye or 
the ear. has a function to perform, 
and that It can only perform this 
function through the agency of Jus- 
tice, proceeds in the second book to 
Inquire into the' nature of Justice by 
an analogy of the Individual to the 
State. He considers that Justice seer. 
In this form, will be on a larger scale, 
and therefore more easily determined 
than in the Individual. This' leads to 
a description of the rise of a State. 
Man, .not being* self-sufficient, Is 
forced to Join with other men to form 
a community. This gives rise to a 
primitive division of labour, and a 
growing dependence on one another 
Then the more luxurious wants are fe,t 
ind the division of labour is carried 
to a greater extent, while the growth 
of a foreign trade and the increasing 
amount of bartering leads to the In- 
troduction of a currency. The com- 
munity has now grown into a State, 
which covers a considerable territory, 
and needs guardians bo look Jafter 
this territory.

Importance of Victory Bond 
Campaign Emphasised by 
Speaker. 



Students of the »R.. V. C. .listened 
yesterday to an interesting address on 
the Victory Loan by Miss Brlttaln of 
the Montreal High School, i 

Miss Brlttaln began by telling of 
Canada's great need of money at the 
present time. One million dollars. Is 
being spent dally for war purposes, 
and money must be obtained for this 
great expenditure. The government 
has therefore decided upon the Vic- 
tory Loan. There are to be two cam- 
paign* for this Loan, In each of which 
160 million dollars are to be raised. 

Miss Brlttaln pointed out that it is 
not only the large sums of money 
which are wanted, but small ones as 
well. A person buying but one Bond 
is helping hid country on to victory. 
There Is no reason, therefore, why 
anyono should hesitate to do his part 
Just because it may be a small one';' 

In the first War Loan In England 
one person in six subscribed. In the 
recent. Liberty Bond Campaign of tho 
United States one person in twelve 
purchased bonds.' In the flint War 
Loan In Canada ono person In one 
hundred and eighty-seven subscribed. 
The lack of subscribers In the latter 
case seems to have been due to the 
fact that not enough interest was tok- 
en in the Loan, the majority of the 
people thinking that the little they 
could do would he of no Importance 
in helping the country. 

Miss Brittain then explained the way 
in which the interest on the Victory 
Bonds is paid, and kindly answered 
several questions ' from the audience 
concerning the purchase of the Bonds. 
She suggested that one or several so- 
cieties might combine in purchasing 
Bonds, and said that anything which 
the College could do in this way would 
be of use and Importance. Jt was de- 
cided by those present that someone 
be appointed to canvass the Collojro 
and find out how many of the students 
would take part In the Victory Loan 
Campaign. Miss Anna Cherry was 
apnolnted to do this.

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works of men of exalted character- 
whose style is simple and severe. Their 
music also must be carefully chosen 
for them, and all instruments, with 
the exception of the lyre, (a strlngtc 
instrument much liUe the harp), the' 
guitar and the pipe (a wind instru- 
ment) must, be denied them. All these 
regulations have but one object in 
view, the cultivation In the minds of 
the pupils of a sense of beauty, har- 
mony and proportion. This is the 
typical Grecian ideal, the suppression 
of all human feeling, and the encour- 
agement of cold perfection. 

From the best of these Guardians 
Plato would choose the Magistrates, 
and as these are the true Guardians of 
the State, he would exclude all others 
from the title of Guardian, and would 
call them Auxiliaries instead, in or- 
der to Impress upon the minds of the 
citizens the insurmountable differ- 
ences in their nature, they are to be 
told that they originally came out of 
the earth, some being composed of 
gold, others of silver, and others of 
copper. The first class was sent to 
be the Guardians, the 'second to be 
the Auxiliaries, and the third to '><■ 
the Producers.' The Guardians and 
Auxiliaries must live in a camp by 
themselves, and must on no account 
be allowed to have anything which they 
can call their own. If this last rule 
is not strictly enforced, there Is con- 
siderable danger that the "Watch 
Dogs might become wolves/' AVhon 
asked by Adeimantus if the life of 
those protectors would not be a very 
pleasant one, Socrates admits that this 
is possible, but argues that the Inter- 
ests of thé general body of the citi- 
zens, composed of all three classes, 
must be furthered, rogardless of any 
one class taken In Itself. 

, Concerning Juttic 

Having now traced the complete 
formation ot a State, which, impro- 
perly organized, Is perfectly good, 
Socrates now attempts to locate, that 
part of the State in which we will 
find Justice. If good the State must 
obviously be wise, brave, temperate 
and Just. The wisdom of the State 
naturally resides In the Guardians or 
Magistrate; the courage resides In the 
Auxiliaries! while the temperance is 
found in the recognition by the Pro- 
ducers, or ordinary oltizens of the 
rights of the Guardians to rule, in as 
much ub temperance depends on t;ie 
restraint Imposed by these Magis- 
trates on the mass of the people. Hav- 
ing now located wisdom, courage, and 
temperance, we can see that there Is 
yet another element present in the 
State, which enables these three to 
take root. This fourth quantity Is 
Justice, and may be called the Instinct 
which keeps everybody from meddling 
in his neighbor's business. In order 
to add to the unity of the definition 
of the State Plato now goeB back to 
the analogy of the individual, us the 
above principles could only have en 
tcred the State through the agency of 
the individual, there aro to be found 
in him three elements corresponding 
to the Guardians, Auxiliaries, and 
Producers, namely the rational, the 
courageous, and the covetous elements 
In his nature. Man also is temperate 
when the rational element governs with 
the consent of the other two, and Just 
when all three elements obey tholr 
own Impulses, without overlapping 
and Interfering with one another 
That Is, a man may be called Just 
when ho Is not so rational that he 
.uses his courage, when his courage 
does not overcome his reason, and 
when his avarice is held In check by 
his senso of propriety. 

Plaça of Woman, 

t 

At this period in the "Republic" 
Plato, enters into a discussion of the 
place of women in the Ideal state. He 
states definitely that he believes wo- 
men should receive an education ex- 
actly similar to that given the men. 
and attempts to prove that the dif- 
ference of ability between men and 
women In all occupations is only one 
of degree arising from the superior 
strength of the former. His opinion 
Is very much in keeping with the 
modern argument put forward in fa- 
vor of woman suffrage, but to me, at 
least, there Is something positively re- 
pulsive in the vision which such an 
opinion creates I» my mind. 

Communism. 

\;..< 

We now come to the question of 
Communism, one of the best Known 
theories which the "Republic" con- 
tains. On this question also Plato 
seems quite decided. |AU private 
ownership, in his opinion, only leads 
in the end to quarrels' and disintegra- 
tion, and the only way to prevent 
cupidity among the citizens, is to do 
aw,ay with this omnipotent source. He 
even goes so far as to advocate Stale 
Institutions where all the children of 
a. community would be sent at an ear- 
ly age, and- where they would all re- 
ceive a similar education, being 
brought up by the States as brothers 
and sisters. This seems, on the face 
of it, to be a very beautiful concep- 
tion, but on closer analysis it appears 
hardly likely thaï the benefits deriv- 
ed from such a system would make up 
for the real loss Buffered by the child 
through the absence of a home en- 
vironment, and all that, it Implies. 
True, there are many families, even 
under modern social conditions, whose 
home life is far from a happy one, 
but this, it seems to me, is not neces- 
sarily the fault of our present or- 
ganization, and arises through an im- 
perfect application, rather' than 
through a bad system. There is 
every reason to believe that in time 
we will be able to apply economic and 
social measures which 7 will advance 
our civilization as far as is humanly 
possible, without introducing such 
radical, eccentric, and. dangerous me- 
thods as those advocated by the ex- 
treme socialists. Plato's belief in 
Communisn arises from h'is consid- 
eration of the State as a higher and 
more abstract unity than the family, 
In which the Interests of the Individ- 
ual must be completely sacrificed to 
the Interests ot the body of citizens 
as a whole. ^

SPLENDID DELIVERY. 

Juniors, However, Had Advant- 
age of Point! in Yesterday's 
Debate. 



The first of the inter-year debates 
took place yesterday In the R. V. C. 
between representatives of the Senior 
and Junior Years. The proposition 
was as fojiowa: "Resolved, that tho 
compulsory element In education is 
harmful to the development of In- 
dividual mind s and 'character. The 
affirmative was upheld by Miss M. 
Mulr and Miss B. Stamm, Seniors, 
while Miss M. Plckel and Miss E. 
Monk, of the Junior Year, supported 
the negative side. The Judges were 
Miss Hurlbatt, Miss Willis, and Prof. 
Slack. - ' 

.Miss Mulr opened the debate by 
stating the proposition, and defining 
the terms to be used. "Freedom," she 
said, "is. the opportunity for each and 
every individual to develop his per- 
sonality in so far as he does not 
the/eby Interfere with like develop- 
ment in others. Freedom Is neither 
chaos, nor anarchy, nor license." Thus 
the speaker pointed out that those 
who were in favor of "freedom" in 
education demanded, of course, that 
students under this system should be 
subject to the same social laws that 
are )n force everywhere. 

Miss Muir's second point was that 
compulsory attendance at school was 
a measure enacted by the State to 
compel parents to give their children 
an opportunity of obtaining ah edu- 
cation. The child has no personal 
dislike for the school before entering 
it, and if such a dislike develops, it Is 
because thé school has fallen short of 
its aim. So the effect of such , a law 
on the mind and character of tho 
child is in this case of course merely 
derivative. Therefore the question of 
compulsory attendance was not in- 
volved In the question to be discuss- 
ed. • 

Miss Mulr then outlined her argu- 
ments clearly and concisely. 

Miss Picket then argued at length 
concerning the value of the compul- 
sory element in education, as develop- 
ing a sense of punctuality, etc. The 
pupil, compelled to attend school, ac- 
quired a broader point of view by 
being brought into", contact with the 
different people there. The speaker 
showed that all children would" bene- 
fit by universal taxation, which would 
keep up the standard of the schools; 
disagreeable tasks mould character. 
She quoted then from Johnson: "I 
thank my master for flogging me 
well." 

Miss Stamm, the second speaker on 
thé affirmative, then stated her polnts J 
dwelling on the development of the 
will, which the present system neij 
lected; dogmatic pressure leads to li- 
cense; compulsion weakens the will; 
It atrophies the moral sense; it ex- 
ternalizes life; it despiritualizes life 
It cuts the soul off from Its own ideal, 
and .makes the character therebyun 
fit for a democracy. 

The second speaker on the negative 
side. Miss Monk, then spoke of the 
advantage in having adults choose for 
the child out of the greater experl 
ence that they must necessarily have 
had; reading a!nd writing ar.e • the 
foundation of all learning, and the 
study of them must therefore be made 
compulsory;- children naturally avoid 
hard studies,' but if forced to study 
these, often find that they have spe- 
cial ability for them. Learning too 
much never ^Injured anyone. If there 
is no compulnory clement in educa- 
tion,, pu pi la tend to become narrow 
specialists.. Examples of many of these 
facts were given, in cases of famous 
men. 

A rebuttal by Miss Mulr followed, 
and then the Judges formed their de- 
cision, which was in favour of the 
Juniors. • 

Professor Slack, who announced 
this decision, made some interesting 
criticisms of both Bldes, ( criticising the 
'affirmative as having involved In their 
irguments, • actual compulsion to a 
-ertaln degree; and also that 'the ques- 
tion of compulsory attendance had not 
been adequately dealt with. 
.An interesting discussion took place 
among the audience concerning • the 
points in question, and the meeting 
adjourned.

On Tuesday afternoon the mem- 
bers of the McGill Women's Union-ad- 
journed their usual business to hear 
an address from Mrs. J. A. Hender- 
son, who told them something of the 
matters under the consideration of 
the Women's Food Economy League, 
of which Mrs.' Huntley Drummond Is 
chairwoman. 

The President- of the Union. Mrs. 
John W. Ross, was in the chair, and- 
she Introduced Mrs. Henderson to an 
audience which included Mrs. Moyse, 
Mrs. Adams, Mrs . Lee, Mrs. Porter, 
Mrs. Archibald McGoun l( Mrs. Wllley, 
Mrs. Harblness, Mrs. D. Murray, ' Mrs. 
Blrkett Mrs. Thornton, Madame Mor- 
ln, Mrs. Dale, Miss Goring, Miss Scott 
and the Misses Lamb.' 

The speaker emphasized the need 
of continued and increasing economy. 
In beef, bacon and wheat, all so ur- 
gently required to supply thé armies 
of the Allies and the civilian popula- 
tion of the Allied countries. She ap- 
pealed to those present to use In 
place of these foodstuffs substitutes 
which would make a wholesome and 
appetising diet.' The changes called 
for by. the necessity of .to-day should 
not Involve sacrifice of health to those 
adopting them. . Individual economy 
and thrift were needed to attain any- 
thing like an adequate conservation of 
the food supplies of the country, and 
to afford relief to the food shortage 
in Europe. The latter was due to thé 
large numocr of men under arms, and 
in withdrawn from agriculture and 
other industries, and also to the losses 
of foodstuffs for overseas, but sacrific- 
ed .to submarine warfare. .The cup 
of tea served by the MoGIH Women's 
Union was not an 'extravagance — ac- 
cording to the speaker's view — for 
she excepted teas served at work 
meetings, while condemning extra teas 
and suppers of precious bread and 
rich iced cakes, If Indulged in for so- 
cial purposes only. 

Mrs. Hendersons' address leads to 
the following reflection: Some restric- 
tion In the choice of food and some 
In "extras" is as far the call to' seir 
denial has gone as yet In Cr.nada 
among the well to do. Upon tho poor 
the changes are pressing more heav- 
ily, the shortage of supply among 
other causes operates to send ' up 
prices, so that economy of those who
